Local Dealers Instructed to
Refuse Store-to-Store
Purchasers.

25 POUNDS FOR CANNERS

Retallers have been warned by the
District Food Administration against
selling sugar to “non-patrons.” Since
putting into effect the new sugar
regulations it has developed that
householders have made it a practice
in go from store to store buying su-
zar In two-pound lots.

In issuing certificates to dealers
they are specifically directed to watch
*his practice and are cautioned about
=elling sugar (o strangers—persons
who are not recngx:n:ed as regular
customers. The dealers have been
ivld to inform strangers applying for
sugar thal they are supplying only
their regular trade. ;

Although this practice of promis-
«uous sugar huying is by no means
~eneral, it is known to exist, accord-
ing to the food administration, and the
iatter has no hesitaney in referring
to these persons as “sugar slackers.
They are denounced by the adminis-
tration as being no better than the
retailer who is profiteering.

Grocers Criticised, Too.

Numerous grocers, it has been learn-
ed, have heen attempting to procure
more sugar by means of their certifi-
cate than they are entitled to. A
vloge watch i= being kept upon them
and those caught dlsrexaniipg the
regulations - will be dealt with se-
werely.

The ban on sugar in twenty-five-
pound lots or less for ranning_nntl
preserving purposes has beenl lifted
by the food administration. Several
weeks RE0 twenty-five-pound sales
were prohibited in order that the ad-
ministration could make an investi-
sation and check up these sales. This
was necessary to determine to what
extent this privilege was being
abused by persons using canning and
preserving as an excuse to buy sugar
in larger quantities than allowed for
ordinary purposes.

When Permits Are Not Needed.

1t {= not necessary to obtain a per-
mit or go through any other for-
malities to purchase the allotted two
pounds of sugar at any one purchase.
The new sugar regulations do not
actually specify the amount of sugar
= PErson may consume. but the public
is urged nol to use more than three
pounds per person per month, In
nther words, it is simply an appeal to
the honor of the indlvidual, and from
past experiences the food adminis-
tration feels certain that the request
will be followed closely in Washing-
ion, and that the required saving 1n
sugar will be hrought about.

SOUTH TO HOLD SUGAR
FOR THE CANNERS

No More to Coma'ﬂorth for a Time
and None to Go to
Mexico.

ATLANTA, Ga., July 13.—In order to
keep a plentiful supply of sugar in
the south now that the canning and
preserving season is at its height, no
more sugar will be allowed to be
shipped from southern refineries until
further notice into territory north of
a line drawn from Kansas City, St
l.ouls and Louisville to the northern
houndary of North Carolina, Dr. An-
drew M. Soule, state food adminls-
trator for Georgia, announcgd here
Jast night. The order, he said, will be
issued by the National Food Adminis-

tration.

At the same time Dr. Soule lssued
orders that until further notice no
white sugar would be =allowed to
i;sorgla soft drink bottlers, soda
fountalns, candy makers and other
manufacturers of so-ealled less essen-
tial products. They may stlll obtain
brown Sugar.

EL P.\g«o. Tex., July 13.—Orders
have been lssued by the collector of
customs at El Paso that hereafter no
sugar will be permitted to cross in
Mexico. Heretofore residents of Juarez
have been permitted to purchass
sugar in El Paso under the same regu-
latlons as apply to residents of Texas.
The discontinuance of the practice
followed the discovery of the food
administration inspectors that one
million pounds of sugar |s being held
in EIl, Paso bonded wdrehouses for
speculation.

Railway Administration Regards
Them Now More Essential
Than Freighters.

In the light) of experience with
transportation difficulties during the
winter of 1917-18, chiefs of the
United States Railroad Administra-
tion consider that additlonal locomo-
tives are more necessary now than
additional fretght cars.

‘Discussing the decision recently an-

aounced to build 100,000 new cars for |

American railroads during the pres-
ent vear, railroad administration of-
ficials say the number was fixed only
after every locomotive that existing
facilities could turn out during the
next year had been ordered.

Not Caused by Car Shortage.

“It was not a shortage of cars that
brought about congestion in the
past,” it is said at the railroad ad-
ministration. “In fact, so0 many cars
got jammed up in terminals that they

nearly blocked transportation. The
shortage was in motive power, So in
considering the matter this year,

when the war industries board fixed
the amount of steel which it would
allot to railroad use, we assigned to
the engine shops every pound that
there was a reasonable chance of
metting into & new locomotive this
year.

SAYS LIQUOR TRAFFIC
CURTAILS COAL OUTPUT

Coal Association Adds That Coun-
try Cannot Have Both Booze and
Fuel This Winter.

Nation-wide prohibitlen should he
put into effect without delay if the
extra 100,000,000 tons of coal a year
needed by thi= country in its war is to
be mined, Fuel Administrator Garfleld
has been informed by the National
Coal Association, representing bitu-
minous operators producing 400,000,000
tons of coal annually. Administrator
Garfield is understood to have sub-
mitted the association’s recommenda-
tion to Presldent Wilson for his con-
sideration.

The association states that in the
opinion of a s3pecial committee of its
members from virtually all coal-pro-
ducing sections of the country which
has investigated the guestion, “the

country cannot have both booze and
sufficient coal this winter.”

Time- to Eliminate Traffic.

“The liquor traffic,” said tha state-
ment, “is curtailing coal production,
and the time has come to eliminate
it if there is to be the substantial
increase in coal output the war pro-
gram demands.

“The National Cozl Association is
informed that the conclusion not only
is the judgment of the operators, but
Is concurred In by Frank Farrington,
president of the United Mine Workers
of America for the state of Illinois.
Mr. Farrington is sald to have gone
on record to this effect before Presi-
dent Wilson, Fuel Administrator Gar-
field and senators and representatives
of 1llinois in Congress."
